FACTORY EXPLODED

Entire City Wiped from the Face
of the Earth.

OVER FIFTY PEOPLE KILLED

The Explosion Destroyed All the Win-
dows in an Adjacent Town and
Blew the Roofs off From the
the Houses.

BERLIN, Nov 28.—One of the most
terrific and disastrous explosions oc-
curred near Witten, Westphalia, this
svening, when the “Roburit” factory
exploded, and nearly wiped the entire
village off the face of the earth. Many
persons are reported killed, although
the exact number cannot be given to-
night. An Investigation made later
tonight states that at least fifty per-
sons were killed and over a hundred
wounded, many of whom will dle from
their Injuries. So great was the ex-
plosion that it demolished a number
of bulldings In the Immediatn vicinity,
broke nearly every pane of glass
thrauvhout the village, Reports fram
nearby towns state that the shock was
so gréat that it broke many windows,
and the town of Annen re-
ports all the windows In the town
broken houses unroofed.
